Another  year  has  rolled  around  but 
where  did  1934  go  to  anyway?  A  fellow 
asked  me  the  other  day  when  I  was  going 
to  send  him  one  of  my  little  books  so  I 
thought  I’d  better  get  busy.  He  said  he 
always  knew  when  spring  started  because 
he  found  one  of  my  catalogs  in  his  mail 
box.  Well,  I’m  glad  they  are  good  for 
something.  I  fear  the  contents  of  this 
won’t  be  very  pleasant  to  read  this  year 
for  as  you  all  know  the  drouth  has  made 
the  supply  of  seed  short  and  the  prices 
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high.  I  dislike  asking  a  high  price  for 
seeds  just  as  much  as  you  dislike'  paying 
the  price  but  even  a  seedman  has  to  eat 
and  keep  warm  you  know.  I’m  like  Pat.  A 
trunk  dealer  said,  “Wanta  buy  a  trunk, 
Pat?”  “What  for?”  asked  Pat.  “To  put 
your  clothes  in  dummy,”  said  the  dealer. 
“Huh,  and  then  I’d  go  naked.”  said  Pat. 
“Not  on  your  life!”  We’ll  all  be  in  Pat’s 
place  if  the  drouth  and  depression  go  on 
forever  or  else  we’ll  be  like  old  Skinner 
who  attends  church  regularly,  clasps  his 
hands  so  tight  during  prayer  time  that 
he  can’t  get  them  opened  when  the  con¬ 
tribution  plate  is  passed  around. 

iMy  life  this  past  year  hasn’t  held  any¬ 
thing  very  unusual.  I  still  get  up  in  the 
morning,  go  down  to  the  seedhouse  to 
either  take  in  big  orders  (little  ones,  too) 
or  chat  with  my  friends,  eat  three  meals 
a  day  and  go  to  bed  at  night.

It’s  a 
good  place  but  I’d  get  pretty  hungry .  if  I 
tried  to  make  a  living  in  the  seed  business 
up  there  in  the  sand,  peat  bogs,  and  pine 
forests.  I  shall  always  stick  to  my  story 
that  this  is  the  best  part  of  the  country 
for  white  men. 

When  we  returned  from  Duluth  we  drove 
to  Rochester  to  be  there  in  time  for  the 
President’s  visit.  Believe  it  or  not,  there 
were  100,000  people  present  and  I  got 
several  good  views  of  the  gentleman.

This  summer  I  am  planning  a  trip  to 
my  home  at  Marshall,  Wisconsin.  In  next 
year’s  catalog  I’ll  tell  you  more  about  how 
I  found  things  there. 

This  spring  I  am  prepared  to  give  you 
a  bigger  and  better  variety  of  bulk  garden 
seed  than  ever  before.  Last  year  the  sale 
of  garden  seed  held  until  the  middle  of 
June  due  to  the  lack  of  rain  and  the  hot, 
dry  winds.  This  year  I  hope  you  vege¬ 
table  growers  will  have  moisture  and  get 
a  bumper  crop  with  the  first  planting. 
These  second  and  third  plantings  mean 
more  cash  for  me  but  I  hate  to  see  the 
sad  expressions  on  my  good  customers’ 
faces  when  they  return  for  their  second 
and  third  supply.

He  is  not  called  a  hired  man,  he  is  the 
vice-president  in  charge  of  the  cows.” 

As  in  previous  years  I  intend  to  carry 
a  good  selection  of  frost-proof  cabbage 
plants,  tomato  plants,  and  _  sweet  potato 
plants.

Our  seed  all  comes  to  us  in  sealed 
and  branded  bags,  and  is  of  the  1st 
grade.  You  have  likely  been  hearing 
over  the  radio  about  the  cheap  seed 
you  can  buy.  If  you  have,  send  for 
sample  and  see  then  if  you  want  the 
grade  of  seed  advertised. 

Northern  Grown  Alfalfa 

This  does  not  need  any  explanation 
as  everybody  knows  how  good  it  is 
and  every  farm  should  have  a  few 
acres. 

Do  not  buy  Alfalfa  seed  that  is 
offered  cheap  as  it  may  be  southern 
grown  seed  which  is  always  cheaper 
than  northern  grown  seed.  The 
southern  grown  alfalfa,  grown  from 
this  seed  will  not  stand  our  cold  win¬ 
ters. 

This  year  the  Minnesota  law  says 
that  no  Grimm’s  Alfalfa  can  be  sold 
without  a  state  seal  so  do  not  be  mis- 
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led  by  buying  cheaper  seed  from 
some  other  state  that  does  not  have 
that  law.  Our  seed  is  the  blue  tag 
or  the  best  grade,  put  up  in  towel 
bags  30  and  60  pounds  each  and  the 
price  for  that  kind  of  Grimm’s  Al¬ 
falfa  is  per  lb. _ 35c 

Our  Cossack  Alfalfa,  as  perhaps 
you  all  know,  is  a  hardy  plant,  as 
much  so  as  Grimm’s,  but  makes  a 
finer  grade  of  hay.
